H enry H. Arnold, chief of the 
A rm y Air Forces 
It was contained in an official 
report to President Rooaevelt as 
com m ander-in-chief, m ade follow -;

the Allied bes* hhead in Norm andy, 
and released b f the cfiief executive. 
“On our return from the front in 
N orm andy we perceive a state of 
mind in this country against which 
we believe the public should be 
w arned,'’ the w ar chieftains told 
the President. 
Warning Sounded

The Body’s Illness 
Is Also The Soul s

TWO HUNDRED yearn ago 
there was practically nothing but 
specialism among the practitfon 
era of the healing art. 
A man 
was trained to be a barber sur 
goon, belonged to the guild of the 
barber surgeons and practiced

nothing elae but surgery. The 
apothecary was trained in the 
same way, never learned any 
surgery and corresponded to the 
internist or general practitioner 
of our day. 
Obstetrics wa* in the hands of 
the midwives. Then, as tha science 
of anetomy and microscopy and 
physiology and knowladge of bac­ 
teria grew, It was seen th a t 
those fundamental principle* were 
necessary for all practitioners to 
know and we had an era when, 
while there were a few specialists, 
most doctors practiced in all fields. 


New Type Specialist 
Then knowledge widened still 
further and the technical pro­ 
cedures in such fields as the eye 
and surgery became so compli­ 
cated that a man had to devote 
his whole life to the acquirem ent 
of the definite skill* and tha new 
age of specialism developed. 
We are living in th a t era and 
we will probably never get away 
from the specialist again, but of 
late a new conception bas come 
over every doctor's thought which 
leads us back once m ort to the 
general practitioner. This is the 
conception of the whole man. It 
has been named psycho-somatic 
medicine—from psyche—-aoul, and 
soma—body. 
Basically it calls attention to 
the age old idea that when a man 
is sick, when he has a fever, not 
onl. his body is sick, but also his 
soul. And when you give a man 
a drug to treat his sickness the 
drug affects not only hts body but 
also his soul 
The more complicated a man is 
the more complicated 
his life 
situation is, the more factors en­ 
ter into the picture. Economic 
factors, social factors and psy­ 
chological factors. Sometimes a 
patient is never cured until he 
changes his job or the town where 
be lives, or, fam iliar enough in 


these days of divorce, changes 
his wife. 
Even the industrial surgeons 
have found that they cannot prac­ 
tice full preventive medicine un­ 
less they find out about w hat kind 
of man they are dealing with. 
For instance, I have a study be­ 
fore me made by Dr. Flanders 
Dunbar, of New York, on the de­ 
tection of workers who are prone 
to have accidents in an industrial 
plant. 
Now certainly an accident is a 
m atter of medical or surgical in­ 
terest. And, of course, a man is 
prone to have accident* if he is 
too young or too weak, or partially 
deaf or blind. But elim inating ail 
such physical considerations there 
is a kind of personality who is 
accident-pron* and Dr. Dunbar 
has made a list of twelve charac­ 
teristics that, according to his ex­ 
perience, distinguish the accident- 
prone jvorker. 
1. F irst he enjoys better than 
average health with no tendency 
to colds, indigestion, dietary fads, 
etc. That looks strange at first, 
but it probably means th a t the 
fellow who is perfectly sure he is 
in the best of health erashes along 
and exposes himself to trouble 
where the more sickly fellow ie 
timid about taking chances. 
2. Impulsiveness of action un­ 
der stress. 
3. Failure to finish school. 
4. Spontaneous and casual in 
social relations. 
6. Frequently changes jobs. 
6. A pparently gets along all 
right with members of the op­ 
posite 
sex, 
but 
irresponsible 
toward husband or wife. 
7. Interest in machinery. 
8. No interest in philosophy be­ 
yond a firm belief in fate. 
9. Makes up mind quickly. 
10. Alcohol and tobacco used to 
let off steam , not for social pur­ 
poses. 
11. Frequent conflicts with au­ 
thority. 
12. Record of broken homes— 
his own and parents’.

LEARN BRIDGE FAST 
85—The Grand Coup 
COMPLEX squeezes, throw-ins 
and other fancy plays do not oc­ 
cur very frequently even smor g 
the most advanced players of the 
game It would hardly be fair to 
expect new devotee* of bridge to 
begin making them very soon, but 
an understanding of those devices 
will add to anyone* appreciation 
of hts pastime. It is in that spirit 
that the most fancily named play 
of all is explained today—the 
“Grand Coup ’* 
This play is for the purpose of 
protecting 
yourself 
against 
a 
trump honor held by an opponent. 
who has it so well guarded that 
apparently >%u have no chance to 
trap it, since you are unable to 
finesse often enough through it.

Playing at 4-Spades, South sees 
East score the heart K and A and 
then lead back the IO, which West 
ruffs with the spade 4. Now West 
leads the diamond 5, which South 
wins with the K. He leads the 
spade J to Induce West to cover if 
he has the Q, but the latter dis­ 
cards 
a 
diamond. 
South 
now 
knows the bad new’s about East s 
trump holding, but careful plan­ 
ning saves the day for him. 
He wins that trick with the 


spade A, leads the spade 2 to 
finesse the IO, gees to th* dum­ 
my with the club K cvertaken by 
the A. and k ad i the diamond Q. 
He ruffs this p rfrctly high card 
with the spade 3. Next he enters 
dummy with the club J to the Q 
and lead* the diamond A. Eaat 
seeing that a ruff by him would 
only sacrifice his spade Q. dis­ 
cards a club, whereupon South 
ruffs a Second good trick with hi* 
spade 6, 
Now he goes to dummy again 
with the club 4 to the IO, and 
leads one of Hie two cards re­ 
maining there, both of which ar* 
hearts. East, with only the spade 
Q-8, has to play before South. 
who has the spade K 9. So South 
captures E asts trump queen 
Notice what would have hap­ 
pened if South had not trumped 
these two diamond tricks. He 
would have finished with the lead 
in his own hand and would have 
had to lead away from his trump* 
to East's guarded queen, assur­ 
ing the setting trick to him. 
When a player trump* some 
card for the express purpose of 
shortening his trump holding in 
this way, it is called a “trump 
coup." And if the card ruffed is 
one which would have been a 
winner otherwise, it is called a 
“grand coup." When two such 
winners are ruffed, it is called a 
“double grand coup.” There have 
been rare cases cf triple grand 
coups, well authenticated, and on 
a number of occasions through 
the years somebody claims having 
heard that a quadruple one was 
made by somebody. It has never 
been our privilege to meet such a 
chap, though we have seen a 
number of synthetic hands with 
such plays set up.
